BLOCKADE OF. PORT ARTHUR, 


THE ATTEMPT-T0 CLOSE THE 
“VW TRANCE, 


¢ From Our Special War Correspondent.) 


: Toxto, February 27. 
Now that Japan has sucoseded in 
stifling Russian’ naval activity, she is 
conducting herself much aftor the style 
of. tha, playful cat with the captive 
mouse; though the simile would no 
doubt be more appropriate could it be 
utilised to Indicate that the mouse had 
turned che tables on the cat. To liken 
Russia te a-mouse aod Japan to # cat 
would, as Kuclid often put it, ‘be abaurd,’ 
for in size and disposition the former 
certainly bas strongor clsims to the assump- 
tion of the rolo of her feline majesty, tin 
Japan could possibly advance, And, imagin- 
ing Japan in the position of the victorious 
mouse, it ie casior to understand just why 
it is she takes such glee in keeping tho 
Russian cat cornered in Port Arthur with- 
out giving her 6o much as 8 veatige of hope 
of escape, or the leset-reason to allppose 
that her agony will be materially shorten- 
ed by n awift and decisive blow. Japan 
has the tyranny of peara to get even with, 
and it is only consistent with human 
nature, and mouge nature, too, #0 far 
as we understand it, that she should 
tuke full and free advantage of every 
opportunity offering !orubin the rignificance 
of the revursal of poritions, With recth, 
in the shape of battleships and cruisers, 
Yared, and claws, having the appearance of 
deadly torpedo oraft, fully exposed, she 
romps around the Port Arthur sturbour 
with evident delight. Peoring from fort 
embrasures, through which crana tho necks 
of gane of ineffective calibre and range, 
Ruasia sees but cannot stop her. Smarting 
with humiliation {and trembling with fear, 
she remains thus from daylight to dark, 
and when the shrouis of night have 
enwrapped the corpse of the dead day, the 
torrora of purgatory possess her, for then 
it is that sho has most to dread from tho 
Dlood-seeking, death-dealing sholls of the 
foe without, Whether it be fair or foul 
on the face of the sea, or star-light or 
inky black in the canopy of heaven, or 
whether the wind blows soft or howls 
with the thunderous rar of Len-thousnnd 
clamorous demons, whipping up the foam- 
ing waves or hurling willy-nilly groat 
freeing shoots of blinding snow und 
sleet, the valoreus Japanese, in his 
tossing torpedo boats, darta through the 
night to wreak’ destruction, Shielded 
by uturdy fortresses, the Russians cowor in 
silent awe an brillisnt flash-lighte gleam on 
awiftly-speeding ships, and though gunners 
trim their brazen-threated arms and take 
keen sighta, the shrieking shells rip foam- 
ing.furrows in swelling sens w mile away. 
*Banzni, banzai, Nippon’ floxts round in 
eddying winds, as scurrying shots shoot out 
of reach far overhead, and when the 
diapason of the camonafe dies out of hear- 
ing in the distance, the roar and wreck of 
bursting bombs awakes the echoes, and the 
thrilling shricks of dying men and the tear- 
ing noise of ripping steel, show truly that 
another abip of war has gone below the 
softly lapping waves, ‘Thus it is thot 
Russie has lost the use of ships she ¢guld 
not apare at such atime as this, and ‘until 
buraing shume, or courage reasserted, 
caugcs her to leave the shores and aeek out 
in the open satisfnetion fur the shocks 
received, she'll never win a victory. Crest- 
fallen, she clings concealed to unreachable 
refuges, and neither chivalrous challenges 
nor eutting eries of korn can move her 
Day and night, the watchful bluckaders 
wheei their ships in circles out of reach of 
shell, and atert oyes pierce.fog or gluain of 
night unerringly, But vain, thoir vigils are, 
for mova ix never made by those whose 


boast jt was that they could crush their 
midget foes sans loss, sans labor. Deftly 
tho brave tatpedo crews craep in unscon 
and startle ships and shore defenders 
almost out of their wita, but chase or even 
hold attack are things undreamt of by the 
Siny: Bombardment: even faila-ta-draw but, 
feeble fire frora theforts, and though tho 
tuwn might blazs and burn, no move is 
mado ta seek revenge. To people who havo 
spring from stock whose deeds of daring 
hnve become renowned this paralysing lack 
of action comes with startling force. And 
when they seo po atrenusus effort made to 
stave off dire disaster, like complete block- 
ing of a port would mean, it strikes them 
dumb. 

Yot that is what thoy've all observed. On 
Tuenday night a string ef fije big steamers, 
filled with stono, were stéered to mpots 
beneath the forts an® sunk to stop tho 
channel, and though quite easy snaps for 
Russian guns the marksmen failed to stop 
them ere they stopped themselves. The 
men who on that errand went sro 
of the bravost of the brave, and 
though their names will never ring 
about the land as ring the namo of 
Hobson, of the Merrimac and Santiago 
harbour fame, their deed was much the 
braver. Shells shricked around them as 
they sailed to the seleeted spots, but un- 
deterrod they kept upon their course and 
sunk where first ‘designed. Under tho 
shadow of the #lent lighthouse cn tho har- 
hour's left tho Hokoku Maru went beneath 
the. wavos, and diese te.her the Diushu 
Marv Giled ond met her duom. -Further 
away, enstwagd of Lao-t’iel shan, the 
Buyo, the Tekin, and tho Jinsen drop- 
ped to the ocean's bod, whilaé all the crewa 
escaped unharmed and sailed away in swift 
torpedoers, : Width of water only stopped 
this total of ton thousand tons of ships 
from shutting up the.
